A sad accident occurred at Morrisville 


on Monday morning last about quarter 
past nine o'clock, resulting in the instant 
death of Mr. Ephraiiu Washburn, one of 
Trenton's prominent citizens. 
At the 


time of the accident Mr. Washburn was 
walking along the railroad between the 
tracks near his saw mill, which is located 
at the western end of the Delaware bridge, 
and upon being notified to look out for an 
approaching train by a person near by, 
unconsciously stepped from the place he 
was walking to the east bound track, im- 
mediately in front of passenger train No. 
24—the locomotive striking him and 
severing the head from the body and 
otherwise mutilating the same and throw- 
ing it in the basin attached to his mill. 
Mr. Washburn some years ago moved 
from the upper part of the State, locating 
at Morrisville, established himself in the 
lumber and sash and door business;. after- 
wards he engaged in the pottery trade 
and at the time of his death he was in- 
ested in both. 
He was a man highly 


spoken of in the vicinity of Trenton his 
death being a sad blow to his many 
friend's. 
His body was taken to the resi- 


dence of his son in Warren street, Tren- 
ton, from whence the interment took 
ilace.

legitimate product, of the dairy, and not 
made exclusively of milk or cream, but 
into which an oil, lard or fat not produced 
from milk or cream enters as a component 
part, or into which melted butter or any 
oil thereof has been introduced to take 
the place of cream, shall distinctly and 
durably stamp, brand or mark upon the 
side of every such firkin, tub, box or 
package of such article or substance, the 
words "oleomargarine butter," or if con- 
taining cheese, the words "imitation 
cheese," only where it can be plainly seen 
in Roman letters, which shall be burned 
in or painted thereon with permanent 
black paint in a straight line, and shall 
not be less than one-half inch in length, 
and if for export shall also invoice the 
same and clear tha same through the cus- 
tom house as "oleomargarine butter," or 
if cheese as "imitation cheese," and in 
case of retail sales of such articles or 
substances in parcels, the seller shall in 
all such cases sell or offer or expose the 
same for sale from a tub, firkin, box or 
package stamped, branded or marked as 
herein stated, and shall also deliver 
therewith to the purchaser a printed la- 
bel bearing the plainly printed words 
"oleomargarine butter," or if cheese, the 
words "imitation cheese," only in Roman 
letters not less than one-half inch in 
length, which shall be printed 
in a 


straight line, and every sale of such arti- 
cle or substance, or every export of the 
same by the tub, firkin, box or package, 
or in any greater quantity not so stamped, 
branded or marked, and if exported not 
invoiced and cleared through the custom 
house as "oleomargarine butter," or if 
cheese, as "imitation cheese," and every 
sale of such article or substance at retail 
in parcels that shall not be sold from a 
tub, firkin, box or paekage so stamped, 
branded or marked, or without delivery 
of a label therewith as above stated, is 
declared to be unlawful and void, aud no 
action upon any contract shall be main- 
tained in any one of the courts of this 
State to recover upon any contract for 
the sale of any such article or semblance 
not so stamped, branded, marked labelled 
or sold. 


SECTION 2. Every person who shall 


sell or offer or expose for sale or export 
to a foreign country, or have in his or her 
possession with intent to sell by the tub, 
firkin, box or package, or in any greater 
quantity, any of the said articles or sub- 
stance required by the first section of this 
act to be stamped, branded, marked, and 
if exported, invoiced and cleared through 
the custom house as "oleomargarine but- 
ter," or "imitation cheese," as therein 
stated, that shall not be so stumped, 
branded, marked, and if exported in- 
voiced according to the provisions of this 
act, or in case of retail sales in parcels 
euery person who shall sell or expose for 
sale any of said article or substance, 
without selling, offering or exposing for 
sale the same from a tub. firkin, box or 
pack.ige stamped, branded or marked as 
in first section stated, or without deliv- I 
cry of a label as required by section on» 
of this act, shall for every such offence 
forfeit and pay a fine of one hundred dol- 
lars, to be recovered with costs in any of 
the courts of this State having cognizance 
thereof m an action to be prosecuted by 
any district attorney in the name of the 
Commonwealth, and shall be paid in the 
county treasury. 


SECTION 3.—Every person who shall 


sell or offer or expose for sale or export 
to a foreign country, or who shall offer for 
sale by the tub, firkin, box or package, or 
in any greater quantity, any article or 
substance required by the first section of 
this act to be stamped, branded, marked, 
and if exported invoiced and cleared as 
therein stated, not so stamped, branded, 
marked, and if exported invoiced and 
cleared 
or in case of retail sales in par- 


cels every person who shall sell or offer 
or expose for sale any article or substance 
required by the first section of this act 
to be sold, offered or exposed tor such 
sale from a tub, firkin, box or package, 
stamped, branded, or marked and labeled 
as therein stated, contrary to the provi- 
sions of said section, shall" be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction" shall 
be punished by a fine of not less than fifty 
dollars nor more than t«o hundred dol- 
lars, or by imprisonment in tlie count 
jail for not less than ten nor more tha 
thirty days, or by Doth such fine and im 
prisonment for each and every offence.

In the 


other case, where :i woman luid fallen 
upon an unpivedcartway, Judge I'eirce's 
lulmg was s milar—that the highway was 
not iii a pmpei condition, and that the 
city was responsible for damage resulting 
from the ni gleet of its servants whose 
duty it was (o make the needed icpairs. 


The impo tance of these rulings lies 


not in their novelty, but in the cleainess 
with which their lay down the principle 
of municipal responsibility. If the city 
had not undi rtaken the care of the streets 
it would not lie accountable for negligence 
is it did not pretend to provide lights it 
would not bj responsible for darkness, 
but just as f. r as the corporation has un- 
dertaken to carry out work that would 
otherwise be left to individuals, and for 
this purpose levies and collects taxes, 
just so far dues it become responsible for 
every failure to do completely what it has 
assumed to do. 


This, it will bo observed, opens a pretty 


wide field of municipal responsibility in 
which plaintiffs may gather damages. 
It is only ju tice, but it shows the neces- 
sity of having the public work properly 


"to feed and clothe the poorer classes 
outside the prisons than to wait till they 
are inside. 
Crime is almost invariably 


Caused by hunger and cold, or the low- 
state of vitality induced by hunger and 
exposure, and it will some day be consid- 
ered a moral duty to prevent as well as to 
punish crime." 
Without attempting to 


go into the perplexing questions of char- 
itable giving and of punitory reform, it 
may wisely be suggested to us from the 
philanthropist's words that the minor of- 
feuecs of society are probably as depend- 
ent upon sanitary influences as are the 
ones which are more conspicuous. Ill- 
baked bread and fat-permeated dough- 
nuts arc at the bottom of more divorce 
suits than any mere personal traits. Stu- 
pidity is as often caused by an underfed 
or an overfed stomach as oyauy peculiar- 
ity or cerebral structure. 
Too many 


blankets over night, or an ill-ventilated 
sleeping-room, have given many a man 
the headache which caused a severe family 
quarrel. 
Many a "career"' which has 


opened with da/^liug promise has suc- 
cumbed to dyspepsia, or unconscious ner- 
vous prostration. 
Many a poor child has 


been whipped for no fault of its own but 
because its father's or mother's nerves 
had been wrought upon by overwork or 
underfeeding er improper clothing 
The 


stars are not to blame that we are undei- 
lings, but our own silliness and lack of 
appreciation of what is excellent. 
It has 


taken the world many, many centuries to 
learn the slow, hard lesson that the "vile 
body" is worthy of as much and as dilli- 
gcnt care as the "immoral mind,"—ii.- 
deed the mind is but the transmuted 
tissues of the body, and according as ths 
latter is pure and healthful and vigorous, 
so will the mind be pure and healthy and 
vigorous. 
For centuries they have talked 


of "wtois .stmu in <orpwe i>an</," but this 
lias been regarded by .esthetic moderns 
as a vagary, and the necessity for legular, 
abstemious living in order to achieve 
anything great in the realms of mind and 
morals has been constantly lost sight of. 
Women can never hope as a class, to equal 
men in the highei departments of labor, 
until their health as a class, becomes 
equal to that of men. 
This can never be 


until woman's methods of clothing and 
habits of eating, sleeping and exercise, 
become more sensible and healthful than 
now. 
Most women are wont to make 


sport of men's insistence uoon regular 
and substantial meajs, and to consider 
themselves praiseworthy because a ciack- 
er, a cup of tea and a slice of cake can be 
accepted by them in lieu of the same, 
and because men wear such outrageously 
thick boots and hats, and can sleep on 
"the soft side of a plahk," if need be. 
Yet all these peculiarities of the sterner 
sex are necessary to keep up the health 
and their efficiency, and in proportion as 
women work and exercise, they learn, if 
they will obey theii natuiul impulses, to 
adopt similar rules. 


It is high time that men and woman 


loam that mental and physical ability, 
good looks, good temper, good judgment, 
in slioit nearly eveiything that goes to 
make up human virtue and human happi- 
ness are to be found in the ideal condi-

A FOSSIL PAEA80L. 


A most remarkable discovery was made 


in Klkton, Nebraska, a short time ago. 
Some workmen employed in a sawmill 
found the handle of a parasol imbedded 
in the heart of an oak tree. It is esti- 
mated that the tree in question was fully 
four hundred years old, and from the po- 
sition of the parasol handle it was evident 
tha't nearly the same length of time had 
passed since the oak tree began to grow 
around and to swallow up, so to speak, the 
parasol. 
Stories of toads imbedded in 


rocks and trees are by no means rare. 
They, however, are not as wonderful as 
the paiasol story. 
The toad has the 


power of motion, and we may assump, if 
we are sufficiently reckless, that he some- 
times slowly bores his way into the heart 
of a tree and then cunningly closes upthe 
hole after him. No such conduct can be 
predicted of a pirasol. There can bt no 
doubt that the Klkton fossil parasol was 
accidentally left in the fork of an oak 
tree, and that its disappearance fromlm- 
man view was caused by the gradual 
growth of the tree. 
The most wonderful 


feature of the story is, howevec. the pioof 
which it affords that* parasols existed on 
this continent west of the Mississippi 
river before the landing of Columlus. 
This is, indeed, the most surprising piece 
of knowledge which paleontology—if a 
parasol can indeed claim a place in pile- 
ontology—has vet revealed to us. ''lie 
existence of parasols implies the comtitn- 
porary existence of civilized girls. 
It 


need not be argued that a parasol handle 
implies a parasol. 
Although the oak tree 


has completely assimilated the frame snd 
the silk of the Elkton parasol, leaving 
only the hand'e for our edification, there 
is not the slightest doubt that the frame 
and the silk formerly existed. 
In its 


original and complete state this parasol 
must have been carried by a fashionable 
young lady of a highly civilised race, and 
it is cxtiemelv probable that she lost it 
in an oak grove during a Sunday-school 
picnic. 
It is understood that the parasol 


handle is to be given to General di Cesno- 
la, who will promptly restore, not only the 
frame and the cover, but the original 
young woman who owned the parasol. 
Of 


course, he will not restore her in flesh and 
blood, for even his skill does not extend 
so far, but he will make an original 
statue of her so closely joined to the par- 
asol handle that no one will doubt that 
the two were found together in the heart 
of the oak tree. It is a pity that this 
story conies fiom the other hank of the 
Mississippi 
Sad it may seem, trans-Mis- 


sissippi journals do not always tell the 
truth, and there is a bare possibility that 
the entire parasol handle story is the in- 
vention of some wicked editor who docs 
not believe in a future state.—New York 
Times.
